After the new circuit was placed in eperation, an additienal 71,722 werds 
were transmitted via cemmercial facilities, but these were restricted te 
the first four days ef the peried,- and, since 6 Nevember, it has net been 
necessary te transmit a single werd via Western Unions The'tetal figure fer 
Western Unien traffic fer the month igs 290,718 words. 


Over the new channel frem 3 Nevember-15 November 281,517 words of traffie * 
were carried.
